JOHN CHINAMAN'S HOUSE. 


Mutt b« Built at a Special Tim* and 


In • Special way. 


When a Chinaman bu decided to 


build bimMlf a bouse the first person 
be consults i» not an architect, but 
a sort of wizard. 


This individual examines the Bite 


find marks the exact spot for the front 
door. In China front doors must nev- 
er face due south, though a partly 
southern aspect is highly desirable. 
Only bouses of the Emperor and of 
high governing officials may front due 
south. 


The wizard, or Geomancer, next pre- 


scribes the exact size of the front door. 
An inch too much or too little might 
Lave disastrous consequences. 


A screen of wood or of bricks must 


be wected about three yards in from 
of the door. This is to keep out any 
evil breath. Not human breath, nor 
malaria, nor bad odors; but some mys- 
terious and fatal something which is 
only to be kept out by that screen. 


The wizard next locates the spot 


for the kitchen fireplace. 
This also 


irust not face south, because the south 
represents fire; and the kitchen flro 
and the south fire, working togetner, 
would be so powerful that the house 
would just naturally burn up. 


^Having settled the question of place, 


the wizard figures out the time when 
work may be begun with some degree 
o£ safety. 
For instance, if the eartn 


god should be at home when the work- 
men began digging they might sticK 
a spade into his august cranium and 
then there would be the devil to pay. 
Tlie family living in that house would 
oie out. 


The would-be builder must also find 


out whether it is a year when he may 
with safety begin anything. A man 
must not be married, for instance, 
when his age is 24 or 26, or any even 
cumber. 


Having picked out a favorable year, 


John must next consider his two lucky 
months, for there are" only two out 
of the twelve which are favorable to 
Us undertaking new things. Then his 
yellow road days or good ones must 
be determined. There are more black 
road days than yellow ones, so the 
auspicious moments for starting his 
house are finally reduced to a pretty 
limited number. 


But that isn't all. The lucky days 


of the whole family must next be 
figures out, compared with John's own 
yellow road days and the result boil- 
ed down. 
The proper moment for 


putting the front door in place, lor 
tuilrting tbe kitchen fireplace and so 
on are then decided on, and, after 
wniting perhaps several months tor 
tlif auspicious day to arrive, John 
can at last begin work.

While the gulls are 
ireubooters and robbers on the island, 
it is^only when other birds are fright- 
ened from their nests thnt they have 
a ihanoe to carry on their nefarious 
trade. Eternal vigilance is ihe price 
thp .Jatter pay for their 
eggs 
and 


3 bung. Kxccpt when they are fright- 
ened by the approach of some person, 
their possessions are never left for an 
instant without a guard. But the m- 
test manage to survive on the rocks, 
and these gulls are the most usetui 
birds in the bays and rivers alxnit 
the water fronts of our cities. They 
nre valuable as scavengers and should 
be protected in every way. Three ot 
them are equal to a buzzard. Ten ot 
these gulls are equal to a pig.—Tue 
World Today. 


Borros Lose $10,000. 


The American owners of the Guada- 


iiipe tie los Reyes mines, situated in 
the State of Sinaloa, are mourning the 
loss of $100,000 in gold and silver bul- 
lion, which was lost in a remarka- 
Me manner. 
The train of donkeys, 


loaded witb bullion, were on their wiy 
to Mazatlan, at which point the pre- 
cious cargoes were to be shipped to 
San Francisco by water. 


The animals were going along a nar- 


row trail bordering high above tne 
i'iaxtia River 
when 
tlve 
roadway, 


softened by the rains, suddenly cav- 
ed into the river, the animals and 
bullion 
and a number of Mexican 


drivers disapeparing in th« current. 


As soon as the news of the heavy 


loss reached the owners of the mines 
a Jarg« force of men was sent out to 
March for the treasure, a search that 
continued for several months, but not 
a single bar of the bullion has boon 
discovered. It Is supposed that the an- 
imals, with their freight, were swept 
down the river in the Pacific Ocean. 
The hunt for the bullion is still on, 
nnd a group of employes of the mines 
18 patrollnig the river day nnd night 
for a distance of more than one hun- 
dred miles to 
itecp outsiders 
from 


searching and getting awny with fie 
treasure.—Mexican Herald.

Making of Hailstones. 


If one would know how a hnilstono 


is formed he must first dissect it. He 
will find that it is composed 
of 
u 


quantity of tiny crystals arranged in 
concentric rings or zones, and cacn 
zone in turn will have its evident 
to give concerning the making of Uic 
hailstone on its way to the earth. 


An atom of dust is the nucleus ol 


each hailstone. The atoms of du.si pcr- 
\ade every part of the atmosphere 
and are found not only in the low-r 
strata of the air, but, the winds carr 
them to the tops of the highest moun- 
tains. So that, no matter whether sam- 
ples of air are obtained by balloonlsts 
or mountain climbers, minute parti- 
cles of dust are always to be lour.rt 
in them. 
It is coming to be believed 


that without these atoms of dust upon 
which the moisture of the air can soi- 
tle there would be no raindrops, no 
fog, 
no snow, dew, clouds or liau 


Without these minute platforms, as 
they are called, upon which the mois- 
ture condenses as 
it 
alights, 
rain 


would be continually pouring down 
upon the earth. These motes keep tni 
atmosphere buoyed up till such time;; 
as circumstances compel them to yield 
up the supplies they have colected.

a little vapor should happen to con- 
dense on a particle of dust floating 
aimlessly about in the air there is 
the beginning of what, undur favor- 
able circumstances, will become a full 
sized hailstone. 


The hailstones to attain great size 


must plunge to the earth from a great 
height. 
The clouds which float, ai 


the greatest distance from the earth 
are thoso known as the cirrus, and are 
often many miles above the tops 01 
th« highest mountains. If the begin- 
ning of a hailstorm can only dive to 
the earth from this height it will, in 
its headlong flight, pass through strata 
of air differing very mucn as regards 
temperature and moisture, and these 
are circumstances most favorable to 
its development. 
But before it can 


begin its descent it must find some 
way of being carried up 
to 
these 


heights. So the journey is made by 
getting into the way of one of tho 
strong 
ascensional 
currents 
which 


Fpring upward from almost every pan 
of the earth's surface. 


In such a place it is not long be. 


fore the moisture on the atom of duel 
freezes. 
The form which ihe frozen 


moisture takes depends upon circum- 
stances, but there arc many possibil- 
ities before it. It may crystallize as 
a tiny pellet of snow, or may take 
the shape of an ice crystal or simply 
the form of a frozen crystal or tne 
form of a frozen raindrop. 
Any ot 


these shapes will serve as an excel- 
lent beginning for a further change. 


It is easily understood 
that 
tne 


force of gravitation has been con- 
stantly pulling this atom of dust ana 
its congealed moisture 
toward 
the 


ground. As it starts on its journey 
back to the earth it will pass through 
strata of air which differ greatly in 
moisture and temperature. 
Some ot 


the air will be above the freezing point 
nnd other layers will be below it, while 
it will be no uncommon thing tor 
the hailstone to dash through a cloud 
some thousands of feet thick.

hailstone Itself, with its heart or ice, 


i is always below the freezing point,', 


so that any moisture which settles 
upon it is promptly frozen and forma 
a girdle of ice about the nucleus. 


When the hailstone passes through 


the air that Is below the freezing 
loiiit tho moisture settles upon it In 


. th<4 form of a clear /one of Ice, while 
i on tho other hand, when the nlr fa 


tuoiotoncd nnd Its moisture is above

of dogs; and it is said that the coyote 
will at times allure the dogs on until 
cue is in the fore, then turn and lead 
the victim to ambush, where several 
coyotes are lying in wait. Seeming- 
ly at a signal they will pitch upon the 
dog and send him home, torn and 
bleeding, if not seriously injured. 


Almost every canyon in the range

overlook the ravine. 


The coyote is about the size of a 


setter clog, often smaller, with a bushy,

glance at the animal would not con- 
vince a r-°rson that it was adapted 
by na'ture to remarkable bursts OL 
speed, yet such is one of the attri- 
butes of this singular creature. 


The swiftest of California dogs arc 


leqiiired to capture it, and then Mas- 
ter Coyote succumbs only after a one 
or two-mile run at race-horse speed- 
not the run of a fox before hounds, 
but a chase where the game is ever 
in sight, and the horses are put to 
the utmost speed, as upon the track. 
No wonder, then, that the coyote has 
attracted the attention of the cross- 
country rider, and is considered game 
well worthy the best mettle of a horse 
snd a rider.

How Rock Salt is Mined, 


The rock salt is quarried and car- 


ried out In the form of rock salt. A 
method of obtaining salt is by con- 
veying water into large, 
excavated 


salt chambers, and when It has be- 
come impregnated, drawing It off and 
and boiling It down. 


This water attracts and dissolves 


the saline matter, but, as water can- 
not so affect the salty portion of the 
rock, it leaves it often in most fan- 
tastic shapes, sometimes as pillars or 
depending curtalnlike sheets. These 
chambers kept full of water are con- 
stantly changing their level on the 
withdrawal of the liquid. 


After two or three weeks two feet 


of the roof will be found to have been 
dissolved 
and 
two feet of debris 


found 
upon 
the 
floor. 
Curiously 


enough this debris in time acquires 
the property of the salt rock. 


There are chambers above cham- 


bers, some of them 500 yards In cir- 
cumference, and miles of galleries. 
One of these chambers, which was 
Illuminated, showed floor, walls and 
ceiling of pure rock salt, very lovely 
in color, though not so brilliant as in 
the mine of VVieliczka, which Is lik- 
ened to four subterranean cities, one 
below the other, hewn from rose col- 
ored rock.

The traveling public will

terested in a new rule which goes in- 
t^> effect Aug. 1, which is an agree- 
ment between the railroads and is 
designed to protect those who trav- 
el in sleeping cars. Under this new- 
rule, people in towns 
who 
engage 


berths ahead of time must pay for 
them at least two hours before the 
tune of dopaiture of the trains, or 
the trains, or stand a chance of los- 
ing them. Under the present system 
a person may hold his berth and pay 
for it on the train. 
Oftentimes 
a 


person changes his mind or loses his 
train and. perhaps, some other per- 
son is deprived ot a berth. The new- 
rule will go into effect on most of 
the roads and when the public gets 
used to it all will be for the better. 
Of course, for persons who live out 
of town and cannot get into town be- 
fore the time for the train to start 
a different provision has to be made 
and in this case the berths will be 
held just as before. Sleeping car or 
parlor car tickets not to be used will 
be redeemed if 
presented 
to 
the 


agent from whom purchased or to the 
station ticket agent 
at 
the 
same 


place, prior to the departure of the 
train to which they were sold. The 
railroads in this arrangement are the 
Grand Trunk, te Canadian Pacific, In- 
teicolonial.

DEATH KNELL SOUNDED 


Era Of Government Con ract Work 


Thought To Be At End 


Washington, July 24.—The applica- 


tion of the President's order relative 
to the enforcement of the eight-hour 
law in the case of government con- 
tract work has proven more difficult 
in the case of the 
war 
department 


owing to its more complex machin- 
ery, than with the navy department. 
So it has been found necessary 
to 


prepare separate circulars of instruc- 
tion to the agents of the department 
engaged in different lines of work all 
differing in some essentials. The or- 
der issued by Brig. Gen. Crosier, 
chief of ordnance, enjoins upon offi- 
cers of the department the duty of 
preventing the violation by contrac- 
tors of the provisions of the law. 


The opinion among the executive 


officers who had to do with public 
works is that the rigid application of 
the President's eight-hour order will 
sound the death knell of the whole 
system of government contract work 
and that hereafter the 
government 


will he obliged to hire its own labor 
and carry on the public works under 
its own superintendence and inspec- 
tors . 


The contractors are now working 


in keen competition with the govern- 
ment in many places and, it is said 
aie barely holding their own. The 
application of the eight hour law ac- 
cording to executive officers here will 
oblige them to do one of two things; 
increase the price of their bids for 
government work to a point beyond 
the government's estimates in which 
class the laborers and mechanics to 
make their productive capacity cor- 
lespond dollar for dollar to their em- 
ployes engaged on private work at 
ten hours per diem.

Remedies In Which the Native* Have

!- Perhaps in no other country In the 
world 1* the "evil eye/;" aA object of 
•uch great dread as in India. 
You 


will cause mortal offence to a Hin- 
doo lady should you remark of her 
child, "What a nice- baby you have!" 
or "How baby has ^rown since I saw 
him last!" She ir.akes It a rule to 
•peak deprecatlngiy of her child and 
represents It as the victim of non- 
existent aliments so that your evil 
eye shall not affect It. 
Should she 


become aware that. In spite of her 
precautions, you have defiled It with 
your admiration, she will lose no 
time in counteracting the apprehend- 
ed effects of the "drishtldosham." 
One of the simplest methods adopted 
for this purpose Is to take a small 
quantity of chillies and salt In the 
closed palm and throw It Into the fire, 
after waving it thrice round the head 
of the child to the accompaniment of 
Incantations. 
If no pungent odor Is 


apparent It Is an Indication that the 
dosham has been averted. 


The haratl ceremony, so frequent- 


ly observed in marriages and other 
festive occasions, Is also intended to 
counteract the dire Influence of the 
evil eye. 
A plate containing saffron 


water Is held by two ladles in front 
of the married couple about a score 
of times during the progress of a 
Hindoo marriage so that the admira-

PAY OP BUR6PEAN STATESMEN. 


Denmark !• Stiof le»t .of All Coun- 


tries to Her Legi«Uton. 


The Norwegian member of Par- 


liament gett only thirteen Ihllllngs a 
day, and if the hard worked legisla- 
tor takes a day off he loses his pay. 
The same is the case with members 
of the Swiss Diet. They are rewarded 
with sixteen shillings a day, on con- 
dition that they do not absent them- 
selves from work. 


To go further East, we find that

thinks

worth a £!• a day. Sixteen shillings a 
day Is the salary of those who com- 
pose the Bulgarian 
Sobranje, 
but 


members who live In the capital got 
only twelve shillings daily.

cerned. 
Dnnlsh members of Pnilla-

But they are not so badly off, 
after all, for a liberal allowance Is 
made into the bargain for house 
rent.

assemblies cost the 
country 


about £160,000 a year in all.

in At-stria and Hungary legislators 
can tiavel first class with second 
class tickets. 


Besides the United Kingdom, Italy 


and Spain are the only countries 
which pay nothing to their members 
of Parliament.

In one summer there were 52,837 


infants; deaths in the large towns of 
England, the rate being 275 in 1,000 
for the same period. Frequently d-r- 
ing summer the hospitals for chil- 
dren in London are taxed beyr d 
their capacity. In Birmingham im .e 
than 3,000 babies die annually. 


Germany has a record which, the 


World To-day says, Is astounding for 
that domestic country, where all 
young women are supposedly learned 
in the domestic arts. 


Two million children aro born in 


one year, and yet as many as 400,- 
OOO.die before one year old, making 
the rate for the Germai. Empire 200. 
In pretty Munich, where It would 
soom that conditions are 
favorable 


for public hygiene, the death rate has 
been as high as 419, an average of 
224 in 1,000. 


Our own country makes little bnt- 


ter record, for in the District of Co- 
lumbia the rate in 1900 was over 
273, other States being a little lower, 
but still too high. In Massachusetts 


the New England States being higher. 


From various British reports It Is 


learned that improper feeding is the 
prime cause of the great mortality 
among infants under one jear of 
age, and in a German record of Inves- 
tigation the statement is made that 
of the 4,075 deaths of Infants which 
occurred in Munich In tho year 1903, 
3,39r> were bottle fed, which would 
show conclusively that artificial feed- 
ing has its very serious side largely 
because of the "unclean" milk given. 


Descent of Thorium.
